CITY PLANS TO CUT 
STREET LIGHT BILL 
$35,000 A YEAR 


Director Pritchard Says Candle- 
power of Lamps Will 
Be Reduced. 


The city administration found one 
way to economize teday, in the ef- 
fort ty reduce the tax burden. Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Pritchard 
announced, after a conference with 
Mayor Miller, that the candlepower 
of street lights in a large downtoyn 
area would be reduced about 35 per 
cent, to save about $35.000 a year. 

By reducing the candlepower, 
Pritchard said, about $31,000 a 
year would be saved in the cost of 
electricity. The city pays 1% cents 
a kilowatt hour for current for the 
street lights. The cost of bulbs for 
this district wit be reduced about 
$4000 a year by the use of lamps 
of lower candlepower. 

The buibs will be changed at 
once in the section bounded ‘y 
Jefferson, Cass and Chouteau ave- 
nués and the river, where there are 
3839 lights. At present these tights 
are of 4,721,600 candlepower, but 
a reduction of 1,646,300 to 3,075.,- 
300 candlepower will be made. 

The schedule.of reduction is: 77 
bulbs of -500 candlepower each, to 
be cut to 1500 candlepower: 2127 
bulbs of 1500 candlepower, to be 
cut to 1000: 894 bulbs of 1000 can- 
diepower, to be cut to 600; 741 
bulbs of 600 candlepower, to be 
cut to 400. 

Director Pritchard does not con- 
sider it advisable to reduce the 
lighting in other districts of the city 
having electric lamps.

All legisla- 
tion wil Ibe sidetracked tomorrow 
by Speaker Garner to permit quick 
House action. 

The bill will make immediately 
available for allotment to the states 
a total of $120,000.000; to nation- 
al forests’ highways $5,000,000; 
roads, trails, bridges and fire lanes 
in national! forests, $1,500,000; In- 
dian reservations, $1,000,000, and 
public lands, $2,000,000. 

The measure has the 
ment of the Democratic leadership. 
It was estimated before the Mules 


Committee that 1,000.000. men 
would be put to work and that 90 
per cent of the money would go 
for labor. The bill gives preference 
to local labor. 

May Use Emergency Fund. 

Under its terms, states unable to 
match the §0-50 per cent require- 
ment of the Federal aid highway 
act, may use the erergency funds 
for that. purpose....This. will make 
available $240.000.000 to the states, 
Representative Warren (Dem.), 
North Carolina, explained to the 
comimittee. The bili provides that 
the emergency fund be repaid over 
a period of 10 years beginning in 
1938 from regular Federal! aid al- 
lotments. 

Chairman Almon of the Roads 
Committee, which previously re- 
ported the measure, explained 
many states were unable to draw 
Federal aid allotments at the pres- 
ent time because of the 50-50 re- 
quirement. 

Warren told the Rules Commit- 
tee that many of the states which 
had been unable to take advantage 
of their recular Federal aid allot- 
ments would lose them at the end 
of a two-year period and that the 
emergency measure would not only 
aid employment but the states. 

“In Reality Direct Relief.” 

Representative Colton of Utah. 
ranking Republican on the Roads 
Committee, said that while approx- 
imately 300.000 men would be em- 
ployed on the roads, that it would 
require twice that many to trans- 
port and prepare rm-aterials for the 
road construction, bringing the to- 
tal to approximately 1,000,000. 

Representative Fuller (Dem.), 
Arkansas, said “This is in reality 
direct’ relief and will help labor in 
every state b yassuring the em- 
ployment of 1.000,000 men.” 

Colton asserted. ‘If we don’t pass 
this relief measure we may have to 
put something through which is 
far worse.”

Gov. Roosevelt Signs Emergency 
Revenue Measures; Personal

ALBANY, N. Y. Feb. 26.—An 
increase of 50 per cent in State 
personal income and gasoline taxes 
became effective with the signature 
today by Gov. Roorevelt of two 

emergency revenue measures

LONDON, Feb. 26.—The House 
of Commons last night passed by, 
a vote of 442 to 62 the bill impos- 
ing a 10 per cent duty on all im- 
ports into Great Britain, with cer- 
tain exceptions. 

Tsaac Foot, Liberal Minister of 
Mines, and Sir Stafford Cripps, one 
of the Labor party’s leaders, made 
bitter speeches against the tariff 
before the vote was taken. With 
royal assent. the measure will be- 
come effective next Tuesday. 

Cries of “‘Resign: Resign!” were 
shouted at Foot when, 45 minutes 
before the hour when the bill had 
to be out of the way. he arose and 
arraigned the imposition of tariffs. 
He declared it had been the his- 
tory of nations that once a country 
adopted tariffs it had “sweat 
blood” before it could get rid of 
them. 

“I regret deeply the passing of 
a measure that would place these 
ancient shackles upon us,” he said. 

When the Government majority 
of 380 votes was announced, mem- 
bers of the House rose to their feet, 
cheered Neville Chamberlain, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and waved 
papers at him. 

In a sense it was a family vic- 
tory, for it was his father. Joseph 
Chamberlain, who a generation ago 
fought vainly to make Britain a 
protectionist country. 

The bill was sent last night to 
the House of Lords, which will pass 
it Monday. |

In closing for the Government, 
Chamberlain warned that the 
prices of commodities probably 
would rise scon but it would be “a 
normal herald of the return of 
world prosperity and not, as the 
oppositién was certain to repre- 
sent, due to the tariff measure.”

POLICE CHEF GERK

KIDNAPING. LAW 


Says at Hearing He Would 
Favor Elimination of 
Death Penalty Rather 
Than Jeopardize Bill.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 26.—Chief 
of Police Gerk and President Wal- 


ter B. Weisenburger of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce today told 
the House Judiciary Committee that 
enactment of the Cochran bill pro- 
viding drastic penalties for inter- 
state kidnapings would be a great 
aid to state and city officers in 
stamping out abduction in St. Louis 
and other large cities. 

The other witnesses testifying in 
behalf of the bill, which has been 
sponsored by Representatve John 
J. Cochran of St. Louis for several 
sessions, were Col. Robert Isham 
Randolph, leader of the Secret Six 
in Chicago, his aid, Sergt. Roy Stef- 
fens of the Chicago detective force, 
and former Representative Cleve- 
land A. Newton of St. Louis. 

When Steffens started to give 
specific interstate kidnaping cases 
on which his squad was working, 
Chairman Hatton Sumners of Texas 
forbade reporters to publish that 
part of Steffens’ testimony. The 
committee then went into closed 
executive session. 

The committee seemed favorable 
to the intent of the bill, but several 
members objected to the death pen-

Gerk Willing to Yield. 

Replying to these objections, | 
Chief Gerk said that if the com-| 
mittee members could see the ter- | 
ror, fear and agony inflicted on 
the relatives of kidnaped victims 
they would not be lenient with the 
kidnaping gangsters.

“Kidnaping has become a big} 
business crime,” he said, “with'| 
ramifications in all the large cities | 
of the country. The master minds 
of the kidnaping syndicates operate | 
from New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis and have no physical contact | 
with the actual kidnaping. Juris- | 
diction is confused and the state} 
peace officers have been seriously | 
handicapped. A state boundary is} 
mrely an imaginary line to the| 
criminals, but it presents an almost | 
insurmountable barrier to police | 
officers seeking to apprehend them. 
The fact is, oxen laws are trying to 
keep up with automobile crimi- 
nals.’’

UN BARNETT ESTATE 


Jury Discharged After Con- 
testing Parties Virtually 
Settle Differences. 


With announcement by counse! | 


that a settlement virtually had been 
effected in a suit before Circuit 
Judge Killoren challenging the 
validity of the will of the late Tom 
P. Barnett, architect and artist. 
the jury was discharged today, and 
testimony on the state of Barnett’s 
mind at the time of his death was 
discontinued. 

Under the settlement, it is under- 
stood that two-fifths of the Barnett 
estate, said to aggregate more than 
$300,000, will be paid outright to 
four children by his first marriage. 
two-fifths will be placed in trust 
for his grandchildren and the re- 
maining fifth will go to the heirs 
of his widow, who died in 1930, a 
year after his death. 

The suit attacking the validity 
of the will was filed by Tom ™M. 
Barnett of Indianapolis, who 
charged his father was of unsound 
mind when he made the will, 
shortly before his death, and that 
he was unduly. influenced. 

Barnett drew his will so that the 
major part of the estate would go 
ultimately to the benefit of his 
grandchildren.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.— 
Due to. declining revenues and the 
depleted condition of the general 
revenue fund, the State will be able 
to pay only about $150,000 of the 
$425,000 im February salary ac- 
ceunts chargeable to general reve- 
nue, which fall due Monday. Ap- 
proximately $750,000 in outstand- 
ing unpaid bills and back salary ac- 
counts for which money will not be 
available at the end of the month, 
have accumulated. 

This stringency will be more se- 
vere in March, when the State 
again’ will be unable to pay all of 
the general revenue salary ac- 
counts, or current bills, but the 
treasury will catch up with its obli- 
gations in May, after the corpora- 
tion franchise tax, foreign insur- 
ance company premium tax and 
State income tax become payable. 

The State Auditor is preparing 
to honor salary~ requisitions for 
February for those departments 
which have no other funds to pay 
salaries, up to the approximately 
$150,000 which will be available. 

Most of the departments and in- 
stitutions whose payroll requisi- 
tions will be held up have earnings 
or fees, or special funds, which 
may be drawn upon temporarily to 
pay current salaries, it was said, 
and these funds will be reimbursed 
later when the general revenue 
fund is replenished by taxes due in 
April and May. In other instances, 
where no funds are available, ar- 
rangements may be made by indi- 
viduals to cash their salary vouch- 
ers at banks, it was said, to be held 
until the treasury has the money 
t6 take up the vouchers. Such 
stringencies have occurred in the 
past at this period of the year, and 
arrangements usually have been 
made so that employes obtained 
their salaries from some source. 

Special Funds Not Affected. 

The inability of the State to pay 
salaries affects only salary appro- 
priations against the general reve- 
nue fund, and not salaries directly 
payable from special funds, such as 
the highway fund, or earnings or 
fees. 

The monthly payroll chargeable 
against the general revenue fund 
averages between $400,000 and 
$425,000. 

At the auditor’s office it was 
learned that approximately $400,- 
000 in outstanding accounts for 
January were unpaid, and that ac- 
counts for which money will not 
be available this month will in- 
crease the total to approximately 
$750,000 at the end of this month. 

The payroll requisition of the 
University of Missouri, amounting 
to about $110,000 a month against 
general revenue, was not paid last 
month and will be held up this 
month. The payroll requisitions of 
the five’ teachers’ colleges, totaling 
about $90,000 a month, will be 
held up for February, as will the 
payroll requisitions of the penal 
and eleemosynary institutions. Each 
of these institutions will be abkle 
to meet current payrolls tempor- 
arily from othef funds, it was saia. 

The general revenue salary requi- 
sition of the Missouri School of 
Mines at Rolla, amounting to about 
$22,000 a month, was held up last 
month and will be held up again 
this month because the school Las 
made expenditures in excess of the 
monthly proportion of its appro- 
priations which were released by 
the Governor. 

No Revenue Until April. 

Virtually all of the property 
taxes payable at the close of 1931 
have been paid into the State 
Treasury by county collectors, ex- 
cept delinquent taxes, and ‘here 
will be no general revenue collec- 
tions of any consequence until 
about the middle of April The 
foreign insurance company prem- 
ium tax, of which the State receives 
about $1,200,000 annually, is paid 
into the treasury in April and May. 
The corporation franchise tay, 
amounting to about $1,900,000 a 
year, is payable in May, and the 
a income tax becomes payable 

y 1 and délinquent after June 
1, One-third of all general reve- 
nue receipts is set.aside for the 
State school fund, to be apportioned 
to the public schools. 

A-slump in income tax collec- 
tions in 1931 on 1930 income, is 
mainly responsible for the present 
general revenue situation, although 
other taxes going into this fund 
also have fallen off. 

The income tax collections in 
1931 totaled $3,420,463 or approx- 
imately $1,200,000 less than the in- 
come tax collections in previous 
year.

SLAYER REPRIEVED 20 MINUTES 
BEFORE TIME FOR EXECUTION 


Gov. Roosevelt Grants Stay After 
Prisoner Makes Statement 
to Warden. 
By the Associated Press. 

OSSINING, N. Y., Feb. 26.—Bea- 
jamin Gordon received a second 
week’s stay of execution last night, 
20 minutes before he was scheduled 
to die in the electric chair for a 
Bronx holdup murder. It was his 
fourth reprieve since he--was sen- 
tenced on Jan. 22, 1931. 

Gordon, on whom Bronx authori- 
ties had depended to clear up the 
mystery of the slaying of a police- 
man, handed Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes a statement 60 minutes be- 
fore the hour of his death.

The pro- 
ceeds will be divided among the 
members of the company. Some of 
them claim the Municipal Lodging 
House as their temporary home. 

Clergymen pause by the door of 
the rehearsal room, look in, grin 
broadly. Bishop Scarlett drops in 
occasionally. Dean Sweet is a reg- 
ular attendant, joining in the cho- 
ruses and suggesting new bits with 
the enthusiasm of a director on the 
eve of a new production. Lucille 
Mayer Combs, entertainer, and 


Clinnie Dill Paulick, pianist, have. 


volunteered their services. 

The rest of the company con- 
sists of the unemployed. Negroes 
are in the majority, al] with stage 
experience, a few of them veter- 
ans. They follow different trades, 
most of them adopted after the 
minstrel shows began to lose their 
appeal 

“Even if the performance doesn’t 
net much,” Dean Sweet said, “‘it is 
well worth while, because just to 
be doing something takes.the men’s 
minds off their troubles. It has 
put new life into. them. But we 
hope to have a good audience. The 
boys deserve it.” 

The leader of the ensemble is a 
trouper of many seasons, Billie 
Ward, erstwhile proprietor of 
“Ward's Greater Minstrels,” a 
yearly event to the boys of many 
a town 30 years ago. Once, too, 
he appeared at Havlin’s in the 
“King of the Opium Ring.” Now 
he has little left save memories and 
the optimism of the born trouper. 


Then there is an old tent show 
man, C. W. McKown, who sings 
“Let It Alone” with all the gusto 
of his younger days. Eddie Skid- 
more, the end man, once shook a 
tambourine in the Primrose & 
Dockstader company. Some of the 
Negroes were professionals also, 
including Harry Williams, who 
sang “You’ve Got Me Going, Go- 
ing, Kid” with the Rabbit Foot 
company of a decade ago.

The second week's report of the 
Literary Digest’s prohibition poll, as 
shown in this week's issue of the 
magazine, shows that the votes for 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment are $0.72 per cent of the 775,- 
$32 votes thus far tabulated and 
the votes for maintenance of the 
amendment are 19.28 per cent. The 
vote thus far tabulated, represent- >} 
ing 17 states, is: Repeal, 625,306; 
continuance, 149,526. The total 
number of ballots sent out is stated 


as 20,000,000. 
In the first week's showing; the 
percentages were 84.15 per cent 


for repeal and 15.85 per cent for 
continuance, so that the second 
weeks shows a slight gain for the 
drvs. The Literary Digest calls at- 
tention to the fact that some states 
where dry sentiment is believed to 
be strong, have not yet been in- 
cluded in the. tabulation. 
Incomplete returns from St. Louis 
and nine other cities show votes 
heavily in favor of repeal, except 
for Emporia, Kan., which voted for 
continuance of prohibition. The 
St. Louis vote was 6962 for repeal 
and 685 for continuance. Another 
vote in nearly the same ratio was 
that of Newark, N. J., 10,064 for 
repeal and 1055 for continuance. 
In the similar poll conducted by 
the Digest two years ago, three 
proposals were offered—enforce- 
ment, modification and repeal. The 
present vote is on only the two al- 
ternatives of continuance Or repeal.

BY 4 HOLDUP MEN 
INEASTST. LOU 


__.; Thomas Steele, Laborer, 
Shot When Walking 
With Companion, Latter 
Tells Police. 


Thomas Steele, 35-year-old Negro 
laborer of 103 Peunsyivania ave- 
nue, Hast St. Louis, was shot to 
death early today in what was 
reported as an attempted holdup 
by four young white men at Third 
street and the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad tracks, 
Another Negro, James Harper, 
living at the Pennsylvania avenue 
address, said he and Steele were 
walking near the crossing when 
the four young men, all armed, 
one 
struck him with a revolver and or- 
dered him to “beat it.” He then 


heard Steele’s name called, fol- 
lowed by two shots, and turned to 
see Steele fall. 

Police found Steele lying in the 
street, with his pocket knife, spat- 
tered with blood, nearby. He was 
pronounced dead at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital of a bullet wound of the 
chest. 

Three other Negroes reported 
holdups by the four young men 
shortly after midnight in the same 
part of the city. Sam Lowery, 652 
(rear) North Third street, was 
robbed of $14 and his hat and coat 
by the men, one of whom fired his 
revolver at the ground. 

Sam Smith, residing on Pennsy!- 
vania avenue, reported he was 
robbed of cigarettes, and Willie 
Robinson, 416 North Third street, 
said he was struck with a revolver 
but was not robbed. 

Harper had in his possession a 
purse containing Steele’s identifica- 
tion card and $8.92, but told police 
the money was’ his own and that 
Steele had given him the purse 
several months ago. He and Rob- 
inson were released after question- 
ing. 

Shortly after Steele was 
three officers riding near Third 
street and Illinois avenue were 
stopped by two men in a maroon 
sedan who called out, “Hold up a 
minute” but who fled when they 
apparently recognized the officers. 
The officers fired 15 shots at the 
automobile.

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Japanese “Good Neighbors’ to New 
Manchuria, Says War Minister 


Are There Only to “Make the Business Work 


Smoothly”—Denies 
Dictatorship 


Attempt at Military 
Over Empire. 


(Copyright, 1932, by the Associated Press.) 

TOKIO, Feb. 26. — Lieutenant- 
General Sadao Araki, Minister of 
War of Japan, today issued a vig- 
orous denial of current gossip that 
the army, and especially the Gen- 
eral Staff, has been attempting to 
exercise a military dictatorship 
over the nation. 

“Such rumors emanate from 
quarters ignorant of the essential 
qualities of the Japanese people 
and especially of the Japanese 
army,” he said. 

“Military officers are devoted 
vassals of the Emperor, and they 
never act without his majesty’s or- 
ders. We are confident that, when 
the empire confronts a life or death 
crisis, our people, and especially 
our army, will display a@ degree of 
self-control, discipline and solidar- 
ity that will astonish the world.” 

The War Minister asserted in an 
interview that for Japan to lend 
friendly assistance :n the establish- 
ment of the new Manchurian state 
was “merely the act of a good 
neighbor.’ Asked whether the army 
would continue indefinitely to af- 


ford protection to the fledgling 
government, Gen. Araki replied: 

“We hope wholeheartedly to 
make Manchuria a land of perma- 
nent peace and tranqyillity. So long 
as the new regime refrains from 
violating Japanese rights and inter- 
ests and attempts to give the 30,- 
000,000 inhabitants good govern- 
ment, Japan should aid in a friend- 
ly spirit. 

Gen. Araki’s Understanding. 

“We understand that the new 
state promises to respect interna- 
tional obligations and to allow all 
nations to enjoy the benefits of the 
open door and equal opportunity. 
It is only natural that Japan show 
good will toward the noble efforts 
of the leaders of Manchuria and 
Mongolia, conforming with the de- 
sires of e public, to establish an 
ideal society free from the distrac- 
tions of war. We hope the new 
government attains a natural and 
healthy growth.” 

The War Ministe- received the 
correspondent at his official resi- 
dence in a room decorated with oil 
paintings of Berlin scenes and other

liaison duty to make the business 
between the Japanese and Chinese 
work smoothly.” 

Extent of New Boundaries. 

He emphasized that the leaders 
of the new Manchuria, and not 
the Japanese army, must determine 
the extent of,the state’s boundaries. 
This was his reply to a question 
about whether he expected the 
westward boundary to extend to 
the borders of Soviet-controlled 
Outer Mongolia. . 

Asked whether he _ thought it 
necessary to extend military opera- 
tions into Jehol or into the Peiping- 
Tientsin district in order to insure 
peace and stability in Manchuria, 
the War Minister replied: “We are 
not even considering such opera- 
tions.”’ 

The Japanese forces in Manchu- 
ria since the present conflict start- 
ed never had exceeded 22,000, he 
said, and part of these troops since 
have returned to Japan. 

“How long Japan maintains her 
present forces in Manchuria de- 
pends upon future developments,”’ 


he continw@i? ‘Since the beginning 
of the crisis conditions in Manchu- 
ria and Mongolia have undergone 
conspicuous changes, causing us to 
realize that the problem of military 
preparations in those regions re-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. = As- 
that “the people want 
safety above every other considera- 
tion,” Senator Fletcher (Dem), 
Florida, introduced a bill today *o 
create’ safeguards against losses of 


deposits through bank failures. 


Each Federal Reserve member 
bank would be required to con- 
tribute a sum equal to 5 per cent 
of its capital to establish a de- 
positors’ guaranty fund which 
would be a first lien against all net 
assets of a bank penne insolv- 
ent. 

A similar provision was contained 
in the bill by Senator.Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, making numerous other 
revisions in Federal Reserve bank- 
ing laws and now undergoing alter- 
ation. 

The Fletcher bill also strength- 
ens the penal provisions of the 
banking laws flatly prohibiting sus- 
pension of sentence, parole or par- 
don. “The records show,’ Senator 
Fletcher said, “that during the year 
ending Oct. 30, 1930, there were 
133 cases in which there were con- 
victions for violation of the penal 
section of .the national banking law 
and in which sentences were im- 
posed, and that in 170 of these 
cases probation was allowed, and in 
13 of the remainder fines only 
were imposed.”’ 


PROPERTY INSURANCE POLICIES 
MUST CHECK WITH TITLES 


Missouri Department Calls Atten- 
tion to Supreme Court Ruling 
on Joint Ownership.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.— 
The State Insurance Department 
warns property owners to inspect 
insurance policies to make sure 
their property is protected. The 
Supreme Court held that where 
property is in the name of both 
husband and wife their insurance 
policies must be in the name of 
‘both.

Stalin’s Rule Thoroughly Shaken 
And Compromised by Success of 
| Opposition Theories, Trotzky Says 


Exile Declares His History of Revolution Com- 
bating “Official Legend” Is One Motive 
for Recent Decree Against Him. 


(Copyright. 1932. by the Associated Press.) 

PRINKIPO, Turkey, Feb. 26.— 
The rule of Joseph Stalin, guiding 
spirit of the Communist party in 
Soviet Russia ts “thoroughly shak- 
en,”” Leon Trotzky believes and he 
cites this as the reason for the is- 
suance of a decree at Moscow a 
few days ago formally confirming 
the exile of himself and of nearly 
40 other lesser former Russian 
leaders. 

Breaking his rule against giving 
interviews, Trotzky, the former 
Bolshevik war lord, made a more 
direct attack on Stalin than he hase 
made in any of his previous rare 
talks with press representatives 
during his exile. 

“The personal situation of Stalin 
and his limited group is tottering 
precariously,’ Trotzky said. “I have 
neither the text of the decree of 
which you speak nor official con- 
firmation that such a decision has 
been taken, but supposing the in- 
formation is correct, which I be- 
lieve highly probable, I can give 
the following explanation: 

“The list of names in the decree 
is wholly artificial It is the fa- 
mous ‘amalgam’ system. They have 
combined a list of opponents and 
enemies of the Soviet regime, ex- 
pelled from Soviet Russia since 
1921, asa specific entourage around 
my name. Stalin’s need for resort- 
ing to such methods is due to the 
fact that his personal situation is 
thoroughly shaken and compro- 
mised. 

Stalin’s Reasons. 

“Indisputable economic successes 
have been made along the iines 
advocated by the opposition, while 
difficulties have resulted from Sta- 
lin’s purely bureaucratic method. 
The working classes of Russia are 
clearly aware of this. After de- 


claring us dead four years ago, Sta- 


lin found himself forced some 
months ago to launch a desperate 
international campaign against 
“*Trotzkyism’ and me personally. 
The present decree is merely the 
crown of this campaign, which in- 
dicates the strength of our ten- 
dency in the Soviets.” 

Trotzky is continuing his work 
on the history which he has b-en 
writing. He looks older and ihin- 
ner than when he arrived here 
three years ago, but far healthier.

Not Plotting, He Says. 

“At the same time, at Moscow, 
the Stalin faction decided during 
its last conference that | wae di- 
recting ‘the advance guard of 
Bourgeoise counter - revolution.’ 
Again it must be remembered that 
a few months ago there appeared 
in the world press an announce- 
ment of my plot, conjointly with 
the former Emir of Afghanistan, 
to free India. . 

“Which of these communications 
is true and exact? I have to dis- 
appoint you. They are all false. 

“If you ask me which of them 
pleases me most, my choice wilF fall 
on the plot with the Emir of Af- 
ghanistan. In this story there is at 
least the most creative fantasy. I 
am only sorry we weren't accorded 
as a third ally, Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald. It is true that, without 
officially ing part in a pilot, he 
does all i is power for the quick- 
est possible liberation of India from 
England, to have introduced him 
officially into the conspiracy would 
have been tantamount to compro- 
mising him unnecessartty. 

His Arrest in Spain. 

“When I was arrested at Madrid 
during the war (in 1916) the direc- 
tor of police thus answered my 
questions as to the reasons for the 
arrest: ‘Your ideas are too ad- 
vanced for Spain.’ Thereupon I was 
incarcerated in a ‘model’ prison at 
Madrid. which, I confess, did not 
appear especially model to me. 

“Since that time monarchy has 
given place in Spain to a republic 
which, even in its constitution, is 
called a republic of labor. 1 do 
not know to what extent the police 
of Madrid have been renovated, but 
apparently they have the same con- 
viction that my ideas are too ad- 
vanced for Spain. 

“Nevertheless they consider this 


i brief formula insufficient to mo- 


tivate a refusal of a visa. (Ever 
since the founding ‘of the Spanish 
republic Trotzky has sought, but 
failed, to obtain a passport visa to 
visit Spain.) Thence arises this 
version of my spiritist direction of 
the recent. popular movement in 
Spain. 
Activities in Moscow, 

“How should the Stalin faction’s 
new campaign against me be ex- 
plained? There are two causes, one 
general, the other personal. 


“In spite of everything that 
many newspapers write, the per- 
sonal position of Stalin and his 
limited group is tottering precar- 
iously. The economic and cultural 
successes of the Soviet Union hive 
aroused considerably the self-con- 
fidence of the working class and 
at the same time its criticism of 
the bureaucratic regime which sta- 
lin personifies. 

“There is nothing anti-Soviet in 
this movement; on the contrary it 
is entirely impregnated with tra- 
ditions of the revolution of QOc- 
tober and of the Bolshevist party. 
But it is directed against the dic- 
tatorship of the Stalin faction. This 
is the explanation for hundreds 
and hundreds of articles and anno- 
tations in Soviet newspapers which 
disclose everywhere the ‘Trotzky 
contrebande.’ 

“That is the title which simply 
leads one to understand the in- 
creasing independence of the work- 
ers and their animosity against 
bureaucracy. 

Personal Motives. 


“There is a second and nore 
personal cause for the campaign 
against me. It goes back to tLe 
past, byt is connected with the 
present. Unkind tongues say there 
exist in America not a few esum- 
able men who, despite their mod- 
est birth, try as soon as their 
‘price’ begins: to express itself in 
numbers of seven figures, to seek 
out their ancestors among the En- 
glish aristocracy, or even the Scot- 
tish dynasty. 

“The bureaucratic faction of 
Stalin cannot take this road, but 
the members of this faction try to 
prove their special rights by their 
role in the fight against the Czar 
and in the October revolution. 
Thus are created apocryphal biog- 
raphies and thus is apocryphal his- 
tory written. During my years of 
exile I have edited a series of his- 
torical documents in the Russian 
language. Il have devoted my time 
on this island principally to his- 
torical work. Two of the latter, 
my life and history of the revolu- 
tion of February, have appeareg in 
America, England and other coun- 
tries. The third, the revolution of 
October, should appear shortly. 
Iam at present working on its last 
chapter. 

“All these books are absolutely 
forbidden to be imported into the 
Soviet Union. But many Soviet 
citizens, and some Communists 
among them, leave for abroad for 
economic, diplomatic, scientific or 
other reasons. They read my 
books and carry back in their 
heads to the Soviet Union the so- 
called “Trotzky contrebande.’ 

Fact and Official Legend. 

“The veritable picture of the 
revolution of 1917 which I have 
made on the basis of positive and 
indisputable documents is in com- 
plete disaccord with the official! 
legend of Stalin bureaucracy. 
Stalin and his creatures have dis- 
covered with horror that “Trotzky 
contrebande’ has pierced its way 
into historical research, historical] 
journals and even into school 
books. In November of last year 
Stalin gave the signal for alarm 
for beginning the recent campaign 
against the Trotzkyists. 


“Not long ago a young historian 
named Keen was acctised of irra- 
tional contrebande and repented 
with the following words before 
the Society of Marxist Historians: 
‘Our fault was that we wanted to 
be too objective, whereas the his- 
tory of the revolution should not 
be objective but ccnformable to 
our goal.’ In other words, it would 
respond to the exigencies of Stalin 
bureaucracy just as genealogical 
researches should to the exigencies

“The words of the young his- 
torian T have named are not iron- 
ical, that is, not ironical for him- 
self. He is merely expressing with 
too much frankness the bottom of 
the affair; one must not write his- 
tory of the Russian revolution too 
objectively or one will receive the 
Trotzky contrebande.

HOOVER TO ASK 
FOR GANGES IN 


BANKRUPTCY LAW 


Special Message to Congress 
to Recommend Improve- 
ments After Two Year 


Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Presi- 
dent Hoover announced today he 
would send to Congress early next 
week a special message recommend- 
ing improvements in the bankrupt- 
cy laws and in criminal procedure 
in Federal Courts. 

The Chief Executive said that, if 
the reforms to be recommended in 
his law enforcement message were 
promptly enacted, he hoped for a 
saving of many millions both to 
creditors and bankrupts and also 
great economies in the administra- 
tion of justice, 

An investigation of the bank- 
ruptcy laws was begun two years 
ago at his direction, the President 
said, and now has disclosed that 
most losses were incurred in times 
of prosperity, indicating flaws in 
the Federal procedure. 

The President said: “I shall be 
sending to the Congress.early next 
week a message on the subject of 
reforms of the bankruptcy laws 
and procedure of the Federal 
Courts in criminal cases. 

“Two years ago I directed that a 
searching investigation. be under- 
taken in.the-matter of bankruptcy 
laws by the Department of Justice 
and that investigation has been 
completed. The departments have 


-had the able co-operation of dif- 


ferent private bodies. 

“The investigation disclosed that 
the number of cases of bankruptcy 
steadily increased from 23.000 in 
1921 to 53,000 in 1928 and 65,000 
in 1931. Losses to creditors have 
increased from $144,000,000 in 1921 
to $740,000,000 in 1928 and $911,- 
000,00 in 1931. 

“Increases are therefore not dus 
to the economic situation, but to 
deeper causes, as the largest por- 
tion .of these increases happened 
during times of prosperity. 

“The present bankruptcy act 
proved, in this investigation, to be 
defective and to hold out indice- 
ments for waste of assets and to 
permit exploitation and disregard 
of the rights of creditors and many 
injustices to bankrupts themselves. 


ADOLPH HITLER ADMITTED 
TO GERMAN CITIZENSHIP 


Accepts Appointment as Councillor 
to Brunswick Legation in 


Burlin. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—Adolf Hitler, 
leader of the National Socialists, 
was admitted to German citizenship 
today by his acceptance of an ap- 


pointment as Councillor to the 
Brunswick Legation in Berlin. 

At a private ceremony witnessed 
by only a few of his close asso- 
ciates he swore to uphold the re- 
public which he repeatedly has 
said he would overthrow by legal 
means, and qualified for the cit- 
zenship which makes him eligible 
to run for President of the Re- 
public. 

Alfred Hugenberg, the National- 
ist leader with whom Hitler could 
not agree on a joint presidential 
candidate, sponsored the appoint- 
ment. Hitler is expected to accept 
the presidential nomination of his 
party tomorrow night.

COMMITTEE APPROVES 
BILL UN PHILIPPINES 


Senate Measure Provides for 
Independence ffor Islands 
: Within 19 Years. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The 
Senate Territories Committee today 
approved a bill providing for Phil- 
ippine independence within 19 
years. 

The measure carried the vote of 
Chairman Bingham, an administra- 
tion spokesman on the. committee. 

Bingham gave his support with 
the inclusion of a provision in the 
legislation retaining for the United 
States all its military bases in the 
islands, 

Only three of the 15 members of 
the committee announced opposi- 
tion to the measure in whole or in 
part. They were Senators King. 
Utah: Broussard, Louisiana, both 
Democrats, and Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan. 

The bill provides for a plebescite 
by the Philippine people between 
15 and 17 years after a new gov- 
ernment to be known as the Com- 
monwealth of the Philippines is 
established with ‘the approval of 
th: President of the United States. 

Should the new government be 
set up the islands would he put on 
a graduated tariff schedule. 

The islands would be put under 
an immigration bar as soon as the 
new government is established. 
Only 100 persons would be allowed 
to enter the United States annually. 


Rhode Island Dry Law Changes.

PROVIDENCE, R. L, Feb. 26.— 
The House of Representatives yes-

IN SCHOOL BUDGETS 


Education Has First Call on Na- 
tion’s Resources, He Tells 
Association. 


By the Assoviated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 
dent Hoover declared 


that sustained financial support of 
the public schools had _ the first 
call upon the resources of the 
nation. 

The President expressed his 
views in a letter to the department 
of superintendence of the National 
Education Association at the closc 
of its convention here. Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s letter follows: 

“I congratulate the department 
of superintendence of the National 
Education Association most cor- 
dially upon the success of its con- 
ference just closing in Washing- 
ton: and the nation upon the in- 
spiration in the high service of 
education that flows out to the 
country from its deliberations. 

“These serve again to remind our 
people that however the nationai 
economy may vary or whatever 
fiscal adjustments may need be 
made, the very first obligation upon 
the national resources is the un- 
diminished financial support of the 
public schools. We cannot afford 
to lose any ground in education. 
That is neither economy nor good 
government.” 

The school superintendents head- 
ed their annual declaration of prin- 
ciples with a request that edu- 
cators everywhere join with vo/ffi- 
cials “to the end that, during this 
period of economic distress, ways 
may be found to effect economies 
in government administration 
which will not cripple the educa- 
tion of the children.” 

The educators turned down ‘wo 
proposals to help unpaid school 
teachers of the hard-pressed city 
of Chicago. Eugene A: Colligan, 
associate superintendent of New 
York, urged a direct loan by the 
department. But his plea brought 
only a handful of votes. Likewise 
a proposal to use the association's 
good office and influence to assist 
teachers in Chicago and elsewhere 
was overwhelmingly defeated.

If a similar decision should be reached and a 
similar position taken by the other governments 
of the world, a caveat will be placed upon such 
action which, we believe, will effectually bar the 
legality, hereafter, of any title or right sought to 
be maintained by pressure or treaty violation, 

and which, as has been shown by history in the 

& past, will eventually lead to the restoration to 
China of rights and titles of which she may have 
been deprived. 


This is admirable sq far as it goes, but it is only 
the sort, of thing that has brought the world to the 
necessity of considering the possibility of moving 
to a higher plane. The pager record of the United 
States in the matter of Japan and the treaties she is 
violating is perfect. Unfortunately, it exercises no 
restraint upon Japan. She fustifies herself, as. all 
nations do, and as all nations will until the world 
institutes another order. That self-abnegation which 
all the signatories to the Nine-Power Treaty and the 
Kellogg pact solemnly covenanted to practice is of 
such stuff as dreams are made on, and either now or 
in time to come the world must admit it.

Tonnage built throughout the world in 1931 was 
1,617,115. That was a drop of 1,272,357 tons from 
1930.

Tonnage launched in Great Britain and Ireland 
last year was less than one-half that of 1930 and the

Her two great lines, North 
German-Lioyd and Hamburg-American, have come 
upon evil days. Both have credits maturing this year 
which they can meet only with large-scale Govern- 
ment backing. The proud German tradition as the 
only country to maintain a major merchant marine 
without a national subsidy is about to pass. Twenty 
per cent of Germany’s 4,000,000 tons are out of com- 
mission and more than 8000 seamen are unemployed. 
So, it is no exaggeration to say that the conspiracy

A Balance, but Not a Surplus. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial, “Mr. Nolte and the 
| Special Taxes,”” it is explained that, 

the Library's balance of $316,080.35 | 
on April 13, 1931, was not a surplus, but | 
only the balance necessary for the 
Library's expenses during the remainder 
of the year. 

I wish to point out that the Museum’s 
balance of $148,618.20 on April 13 was 
likewise not a surplus fund, but only the 
balance necessary to the operation of the 
Museum until the next income period. 
As you are aware, the city faxes are 
largely paid in December of each year 
and in consequence the bulk of the Mu- 
seum's income-4s made available in Janu- 
ary, the amount being usually reported 
about Jan. 15. It is obviously tmprac- 
tical for the Museum to expend the bulk 
of its income in the three-month period 
between the middle of January and the 
middle of April. It is always necessary 
at any given date to have a sufficient 
balance to pay the Museum's operating 
expenses until the next tax collection. 
All amounts above expenses are expend- 
ed for the rehabilitation of the Museum 
building and for objects of art. which 
must receive careful and often extended 
consideration before final acquisition.

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PUTTING MEN BACK TO WORK. | 
Organized private initiative has assumed the task 
of finding jobs for unemployed workers, an under- 
taking in which the broader facilities of the Govern- 
ment would now be engaged had not Mr. Hoover 
vetoed the Wagner bill for public employment ex- 
changes. The organizations united in the nation- 
wide campaign to provide a million jobs are the 
American Legion and auxiliary, American Federation 
of Labor and Association of National Advertisers. 

Providing work is, of course, a relief measure far 
superior to providing charity. The employers who 
already have given places to some 89,000 workers, the 
present status of the newly-opened drive, merit great 
commendation. With the aid of 18 railroads pledged, 
there is a possibility that some of the estimated 
500,000 jobless rail workers will be returned to duty. 
Many of the country’s industries, though not ready 
to resume full operation, have a real need for men 
to do repair and maintenance work? With their sup- 
port in this campaign, thousands of men could be 
removed from among society’s dependents, thus stim- 
ulating both buying power and group morale. 

The goal of a million jobs at which these four or- 
ganizations are aiming, with full realization that it 
can be reached only by an arduous and intensive cam- 
paign, could be accomplished and exceeded at one 
stroke by the' Government. This is the proposal of 
the La Follette $5,500,000,000 public works bill. The 
Rey. John A. Ryan, the eminent economist, said of 
this measure when in St. Louis a few days ago: 
“Within a few months it would provide employment 
for at least 1,000,000 men on the various projects, and 
for three or four additional millions to make and 
transport materials and to provide the necessaries of 
life for those directly or indirectly engaged in the va- 


‘rious enterprises.” A measure of similar purpose is 


the Democratic bill appropriating $132,500,000 for 
emergency road construction, which has gained right 
of way in the House.

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TWO APPOINTMENTS AND THE SENATE.

ment of Mr. Hoover’s appointment of Judges Cardozo 
and Parker to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Parker was appointed on March 21, 1930. 
His manifest unfitness provoked a tremendous na- 
tion-wide protest. Despite various entreaties, the 
President was unmoved by the opposition in the Sen- 
ate and refused to withdraw the nomination. After a 
month of bitter controversy, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee reported 10 to 6 against confirmation. 
Then the “master political stroke” letter came to 
light and, following another week of heated debate, 
Judge Parker was rejected. 

Judge Cardoso was appointed on Feb. 15. Approv- 
al was national, without respect to party lines. The 
Judiciary Committee reported unanimously in favor 
of confirmation. Feb. 24, in the regular order of 
business he was approved in 10 seconds. There was 
not a word of discussion and no call for a record 
véte.

}aign speeches might have expected him to 
behave. He believed that the true function 
of government was the promotion of busi- 
ness. When the slump came, he turned 
desperately to promote business. He sum- 


mione@ the business heads of the nation into 


conference. He endeavored to peg wages, 
to keep up prices, to re-establish “confi- 
dence” and create “psychology.” He sought 
to carry the nation across the abyss sts- 
tained upon the power, not of fact, but of 
his own faith. He announced that the cor- 
ner had been turned. He issued optimistic 
statements. 

Unhappily, the corner had not been 
turned; the . statements were not well 
grounded in ‘fact. This would have made 
no difference had they achieved the effect 
they were intended to produce: the diffi- 
culty was that they achieved no effect what- 
ever—except possibly a rather minor one 
in the wrong direction. 


The vast process in which Mr. Hoover 
had been caught ground remorselessly on, 
totally without regard either for Mr. Hoo- 
ver or for the philosophic virtues of indi- 
vidualism. It was inherently impossible te 
cure the ills of the business system by pro- 
moting the system itself. Perhaps after all 
it is not the chief function of government 
to promote business. Perhaps its only func- 
tien is to govern; and, if it does not wish 


| 


was a business administrator and, like a 
great many other successful executives of 
private énterprise, he was incapable of 
meeting his public in the mass, or even of 
dealing easily with its representatives. Un- 
der the pressures of disaster, he developed 
an extraordinary sensitiveness to criticism, 
a self-conscious inability to make the grace- 
ful gesture or the frank public statement. 

Unable to utilize the ordinary tools of the 
trade—very naturally, since one reason for 
his election was the fact that he had never 
been trained to do so—Mr. Hoover was re- 
duced to going outside the political system 
entirely and seeking to secure his effects 
either through the business leaders of the 
country or by diréct appeal to public opin- 
ion. The-business men were of little help in 
what was fundamentally a problem of gov- 
ernment, 

In his attempts to use public opinion, Mr. 
Hoover was to reveal one of his most dam- 
aging weaknesses. Mr. Hoover tried “ap- 
pealing to the people.” but his approach 
was through the arts of expert press- 
agentry. He did not see that'a method 
which had worked well enough in war time 
was worse than useless under the fierce 
tests of political opposition.

The handicap is an overwhelming one, as 
can be seen in these of Mr. Hoover's efforts 
in which it has not operated. A day before 
the moratorium was announced, the idea 
would have seemed courageous to the point 
of recklessness. Actually the very boldness 
of the plan, its breadth of view, and the 
imminence of the emergency it was de- 
signed to meet commanded instant approval 
for it, and Mr. Hoover found the country 
behind him.

Men of the party, Mrs. Ross said, 
should aggressively seek to include 
women who have demonstrated 
high qualities of leadership trom 
the precinct up. She thought party 
leaders “have never yet grasped 
the fact that in the great reservoir 
of strength that women constitute 
is offered the greatest opportunity 
in generations to make the Demo- 
cratic party the decisive majority 
party that we want it te be.” 

The technique of politics, rhe 
added, must be learned “from the 
ground up” and woman's difficulty 
is to find the place in the party 
organization where her abilities 
may be best employed. 

“We are, indeed,’ in a great na- 
tional emergency, challenging to 
the women of this country no less 
than to men,” Mrs. Ross said. “Hu- 
manitarian service, through gen- 
erations, has been a leading inter- 
est with women.

MAS. T. F. WALSH, WIDOW 

OF MINING MAGNATE, 

» Social Leader in Washington for 35 

| ‘Years; Famous for World 
War Relier Work.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.— Mra. 
Thomas F. Walsh, widow of the 
mining magnate of a quarter of & 
century ago, died here yesterday 
after a brief iliness. > 

For 35 years she had been one 
of the capital's social leaders, and 
she wore a decoration of King Al- 
bert for supplying clothes to needy 
Beigians during and after the 
World War. 

With her when she died was her 
daughter, Mra. Evalyn Walsh Mc- 
Lean, estranged wife of the pub- 
lisher of the Washington Post. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow at 
the home of Mrs. McLean, with 
burial here. 

Mrs. Walsh’s husband, xhom she 
married while he .was a  tiIittle 
known mining engineer in Colora- 
do, died in 1910. They moved@ to 
Washington in the late nineties.

BOUGHT BY FRATERNAL ORDER 


Mansion on Hudson Built by St. 
Louis Negro Woman Will Be 
Used as Retreat. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb 26.—Viila 
Lewaro at Irvington-on-the-Hu- 
son, home of the late Mrs. C. J. 
Walker, former St. Louis Negro 
woman, who amassed more than a 
million dollars from the invention 
of a preparation for taking the 
kink out of hair, has been sold by 
her estate. 

The 24-room mansion and 
grounds, on which Mrs. Walker is 
said to have expended more than 
$400,000, has been bought for the 
Companions of the Forest of Amer- 
ica, a national nonsectarian frater- 
nal organization with a mempber- 
ship of 450,000. 

Villa Lewaro comprises five acres 
and is on Broadway, overlooking 
the Hudson, in the heart of a fash- 
ionable residential section. The 
mansion was completed about 12 
years ago. Mrs. Walker died in 
1919 after having occupied it for 
only eight months. She named the 
estate after her daughter, Aleila, 
who has since died. Lewaro is a 
synthetic blending of Aleila Walk- 
er’s married name, her husband 
being named Robinson. 

A fortune was spent by Mrs. 
Walker in furnishing the place. 
and its fittings included a $25,000 
built-in pipe organ and a $12.000 
grand piano. A year ago the fur- 
nishings of the villa were auctioned 
for $58,500. Subsequently, the 
mansion ang grounds were offered 
under the hammer and were bid 
in at $60,000 by F. B. Ransom, 
trustee of Mrs. Walker's estate, 

Mrs. Annie E. Poth, who directs

LENTEN FISH IS G00 
SMOKED AND SALTED 


Delicious Additions to Ménus 
~ From Less Known Va- 
rieties. 


One of the best known authori- 
ties on cooking says “never hesi- 
tate to try an unfamiliar kind of 
fish at least once,” and it is excel- 
lent advice, because there are many 
delicious smoked and salted fish 
totally unfamiliar to so many. Un- 
familiar chiefly because they have 
no idea how to cook them. 

Salt cod and mackerel are per- 
haps the best known, but even thy 
are not used as often as they might 
be. Then there is smoked salmon. 
smoked whitefish, bloaters, smoked 
or salted herring, finnan haddie, 
smoked sturgeon, to mention va- 
rieticts that may be found in most 
markets. 

Smoked or salted fish is rela- 
tively inexpensive, when properly 
cooked makes very palatable dishes, 
is distinctive in flavor, and con- 
tains almost the same food value 
as fresh fish. Here are a number 
of recipes for cooking them which 
are particularly appropriate to the 
season: 

Smoked Salmon Caserole. . 

Have one-half pound smoked sal- 
mon cut in rather thick slices, cov- 
er with boiling water, let stand 
three to five minutes, then drain 
and separate into large flakes. Melt 
three tablespoons butter or marga- 
rine, and four tablespoons flour and 
when well mixed stir in two cups 
milk. Stir until thickened and 
smooth, add the salmon, one and 
one-half cups boiled rice, one ta- 
blespoon minced parsley, two tea- 
spoons lemon juice, one teaspoon 
minced onion, one cup cooked or 
canned peas. Mix lightly, pour in- 
to a casserole, spread a layer of 
buttered bread crumbs over the top 
and bake 20 minutes in a hot oven. 
One cup boiled celery may be sub- 
stituted for the peas. This serves 
four and makes a “meal-in-one- 
dish.”’ 

Codfish Omelet. 

Cover one-half pound salt cod- 
fish fillets with boiling water, let 
stand 30 minutes, drain, add fresh 
cold water and heat to the boiling 
point. Drain again, cool slightly 
and shred with a fork. Mix with 
two and one-half cups finely diced 
cooked potatoes, one-quarter tea- 
spoon pepper, three well beaten 
eggs, one-half cup milk and one 
tablespoon minced parsley. Melt 
three tablespoons butter, margarine 
or drippings in a frying pan, add 
the fish mixture and cook slowly 
until well browned. Fold over,

WITH CELERY STUFFING 


Eight to 10 pounds goose. One- 
half cup goose fat and but- 
ter. One quart cut célery. One 
cup chopped parsicy. One and 
one-quarter chopped onion. Two 
quarts bread crumbs. Two  tea- 
spoons salt. One-half teaspoon 
pepper. One teaspoon celery seed. 
One-half teaspoon savory season- 
ing. 

Draw and singe goose, remove 
oil sac and pin feathers, cleanse 
thoroughly, and wipe dry inside 
and out.

DRIED FRUITS 


Dried figs, apricots and prunes

‘Requirements Are a Slow Oven 


and Careful Bak- 
ing. 


“Probably there is nothing that 
more women consider difficult to 
make at home than meringue 


glacees, and yet nothing gives a; 


nicer touch to many occasions than 
this delicacy. 


The problem is largely in the bak- 
ing. for meringues mtist be baked 
very slowly so that the sugar and 
egg whites dry crisp without burn- 
ing. The oven temperature must 
be kept very low, and it is advis- 
able to use a board covered with 
letter paper or sheets of asbestos 
covered with paper rather than the 
regular pans, unless the heat of the 
oven can be regulated to stay at 
250 degrees. 

For the meringue glacees, beat 
the whites of four eggs until stiff, 
then gradually beat in three- 
fourths cup fine granulated sugar 
and continue beating until the mix- 
ture will hold its shape. Add one- 
half teaspoon vanilla and one- 
fourth cup more of sugar. 

Cover a bread board, or asbestos 
mats, with sheets of letter paper, 
and shape the meringues on the 
paper with a small tablespoon or a 
pastry bag. Bake in a slow oven 


for 50 minutes. Remove carefully 
from the paper when done and Iet 
cool This makes about 18 small 


meringues. 


Lemon Cake Filling.

He also added 
that the Cardinals did not want 
players at training camp until they 
had agreed to terms, indicating 
that Hafey may remain in Califor- |

Comptroller Noite, who is famil- 
iar with land values ‘: the district, 
denounced the awards as excessive 
at the time the commission filed its 
report. At the trial .of exceptions 
expert testimony in support of the 
awards and contrary evidence was 
given by recl estate men. The 
commission’s report was signed by 
Hugh K. Wagner, a lawyer, and J. 
F. O. Reller, a real estate dealer.
